HILLSKOTTER’S STORY 


Part of Statement of Judge, 
Who Is Sued for $20,000, 
Denied by Two Witnesses.

The case of Mrs. Emma R Mackinaw 
of Edwardsville, III., wite of County 
Clerk Harry Mackinaw, who is suing 
County Judge John E. Hillekotter for 


$20,000 on a charge of slander, is ex- 
pected to go to the jury late Saturday 
afternoon. 

John B. Coppinger took the witness- 
stand and denied that there had ever 
been anything improper in his relations 
with Mrs. Mackinaw, or that he had 
ever told Hillskotter there had beens He 
denied taking part in conversations in 
which he had.been quoted by the Judge. 

His story of a visit to Mrs. Macki- 
naw’s home the evening of May 15, 
1912, corroborated in every detail her 
own, account. He was at a hotel with 
Judge Hillskotter, he said, when he g. 
a telephone call from Mrs. MackinaY 
asking him to come to her house. He 
went there and found her greatly dis- 
turbed, he said, by word from Alton 
that her husband, who was in Chicas“, 
for medical treatment, was in a crit! 
cal condition. 

Mrs. Mackinaw Sobs. 

She asked his advice about going to 
Chicago at once and asked him to 
take the keys to the office of her 
husband, the County Clerk, he said. 
Coppinger, who is Clerk of the Pro- 
bate Court, had an office near Mack- 
inaw’s. \ 

As he was leaving the house he 
said he saw two men running. He 
thought one of them might have been 
Judge Hillskotter, because he wore 
what the witness described as a 
“white statesmanship hat.““ This re- 
mark caused laughter in the court, 
which drew a reprimand from Judge 
Crow. 

Miss Mary McHenry of Alton tes- 
tified that on the afternoon in ques- 
tion she had telephoned to Mrs, Mack- 
inaw about the sick husband’s con- 
dition. 

At one time when Coppinger was 
asked about his relations with Mrs. 
Mackinaw, the plaintiff hid her face 
in her handkerchief and sobbed. 

Hillskotter’s Testimony. 

Two witnesses Friday denied that 
Judge Hillskotter had told them cer- 
tuin things about Mrs. Mackinaw. 
They were C. H. Spilman, an Edwards- 
ville newspaper man, and John U. Uz- 
zell, County Superintendent of Schools. 

Earlier in the day Judge Hillskotter 
had taken the stand and in a very dra- 
matic manner told the jury of conver- 
sations which he said he had had with 
them. Hillskotter introduced conversa- 
tions alleged to have taken place be- 
tween him and John B. Coppinger, 
Probate Court Clerk, whose name was 
linked with Mrs. Mackinaw's in the 
alleged slander. Hiliskotter, on the 
stand, went into full detail of how he 
had told Uzzell and Spilman what he 
had seen, and what Coppinger had told 
him, and even demonstrated how Cop- 
pinger stood while telling him certain 
things. 

Copy of Letter in Evidence. 

Rut when the plaintiff calied Uzzell 
and Spilman to the stand, they denied 
practically all that Hillskotter said he 
had told them. Spilman denied abso- 
lutely everything but a small portion of

NEW MENACE TD. 
MEDIATION PLANS 


Desire of U. S. to Keep Port 
Open May Interfere With 
Huerta’s Plan to Close It. 


SCHOONER LANDS ARMS 
Mediators Said.to Object to Con- 
stitutionalists Getting More 
War. Munitions. 


Villa Berates Huerta | 
Daily by Telegraph 


VERA CRUZ, June 6. 
RESIDENT HUERTA is now 
— in ‘daily communication with 
Gen. Villa, according to a re- 
port brought here by a refugee, 
but in a somewhat unconventional 
way. 
Villa, according to report, recent- 
ly sent one of his telegraphers 
*within the Federal lines. He tapped 
a wire and sent to Huerta a mes- 
sage in which Villa called his en- 
emy various unpleasant names and 
urged him not to hasten from the 
capital as Villa was very anxious 
to see him. Villa requested 
Huerta to wait, declaring that he 
soon would be in the capital. 
Since then Villa, it is said, has 
communicated with Huerta daliy, 
each message being more viturper- 
ative than the other. 


By Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, June 6—While ad- 


ministration officials still awaited Car- 


ranza’s note to the South American en- 
voys as the next move in mediation pro- 
ceedings, attention in Washington today 
was directed to shipments of war car- 
goes for the Constitutionalists through 
Tampico. The reported landing of arms 
for Carranza from the Galveston 
schooner Sunshine without interference 
was regarded as significant. Officials 
of the State and Navy departments 
declined to,comment upon it. 

This and other movements of arms, 
pending results of mediation at Niagara 
Falls and the proposals to the Consti- 
tutionalists to participate in the peace 
negotiations; have been followed by ru- 
mors of disapproval on the part of the 
South American envoys. There have 
been widespread reports that the medi- 
ators had protested against the United 
States permitting the delivery of am- 
munition to ther-Constitutionalists at 
Tampico. 

Secretary Bryan declared, however, 
that the State Department had received 
no protest from the mediators and he | 
also denied reports that Mr. Riano, the 
Spanish Ambassador, who represents the 
interests of Huerta in the United States, 
had protested against delivery of muni- 
tions of war to the Constitutionalists. 

Question of Possible Blockade. 

There are indications that the Wash- 
ington Government will continue to re- 
gard Tampico as an open port. With the 
Cuban steamer Antilla on its way from 
New York to Tampico carrying arms for 
Carranza, there had been much specula- 
tion on that point—what the United 
States would do if Huerta attempted to 
set up a blockade. American warships 
were keeping Huerta’s three gunboats 
under surveillance. They had made no 
move early today toward Tampico. The 
Navy Department was to be notified im-. 
mediately if they sailed. 

Unofficial reports stated that the Sun. 
shine had sailed from Galveston with 
clearance papers fo} Havana, but in- 
stead of going to the Cuban port salled 
directly for Tampico. Punishment for 
that alleged offense would be dealt by 
authorities of the port to which the err- 
ing vessel sailed. Inasmuch as the Con- 
stitutionalists are administering the 
laws of Tampico, the Sunshine will suf- 
fer no penalty. 

Reports that Tainpico’s customs house 
had been seized after the manner of the 
occupation of Vera Cruz were specifical- 
ly denied by the Navy Department. No 
such move was in contemplation at 
Tampico or at any ‘other Mexican port, 
the statement said. 

Might Menace Mediation, 

In diplomatic circles the developments 
at Tampico were closely watched, Be- 
Hef seemed general that any decision by 
the United States to prevent a blockade 
by Huerta would lead to complicetions 
and menac® the success of mediation. 

Constitutionalist representatives here 
today had received no word from Car- 
ranza indicating the reply he would 
make to the mediators and the answer 
was not expected for a day or two moro.

Evi- 
dence had been introduced tending to 
show that Squibb was worth about $200,- 
000. a 
A surBrise of the hearing came when 
Mrs. Squibb said, after she had told in 
detail of finding her husband fn com- 
pany with Mrs. Ruth Triplette; she had 
done everything in her power to assist 
him in fighting a damage suit for $35,000 
filed against Squibb by Mrs. Triplette 
and her sister. 
Sorry for Her Husband. 

In this connection she testified: “I 
really felt sorry for Mr. Squibb and I 
didn't like to think of his having all the 
unpleasant notoriety that the suit would 
bring. I have all the letters that my 
husband wrote to Mrs. Triplette while 
she was in Hot Springs. I got them to 
help him. Mrs. Triplette doesn’t know 
I have them. She thinks they were 
burned. I secured them ia her boarding 
house.“ 

Tells of a Discovery. 

Mrs. Squibb testified that she was liv- 
ing at the home of her sister, Mrs. Her- 
man Groesbeck, in Clifton, when one of 
the. detectives called her by telephone 
and told her her husband was in com- 
tany with another woman. 

J ordered a taxicab, and Mr. Groes- 
beck, my colored maid, Annie, aud my- 
self went to the address the detective 
gave. We were admitted, and I went to 
the door of the room and knocked. 
heard my husband’s voice reply, but I 
did not answer. 

“I kept on knocking, it seemed for a 
half an hour, but I guess it wasn't that 
long. Then I noticed another door in 
the hall was open. A maid entered 
this door. I heard her moving furniture 
and I followed. I found her opening a 
double door to let my husband out of 
his room. I discovered him there with 
another woman. I did not recognize her 
then, but I learned later that she was 
Mrs. Triplette.“ 

“Love and Kisses“ in Letters. 

A large bundle of letters, among them 
those referred to by Mrs. Squibb as 
the letters written by her husband to 
Mrs. Triplette, which she secured to aid 
her husband, were introduced. Another 
bundle, which her attorney said were 
ietters from women sending “love and 
Kisses“ were introduced. 

Mrs. Squibb said that Mrs. Triplette 
had admitted to her that Squibb main- 
tained a postoffice box under the name 
of Harry Grant. She said she had let- 
ters which her husband had written to 
young women, telling them that ex- 
pected to have a grand time in Octo- 
ber, when she was to have left on a 
vacation trip. 

The divorce was. granted to Mrs. 
Squibb on a cross-petition to a divorce 
suit filed by Squibb. In his action 
Squibb had charged that his wife aban- 
doned him last February. They were 
married in 1904. Mrs. Squibb is the 
daughter of Squire John Wentzel of 
Delhi.

Rifle in Adjeinieg Room.

In a room adjoining that in which the 
Wücox boy and his cousin had been 
playing Coroner Bopp found a rifle witt:

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HOUSE ASKS BAIRD 
FOR OPINION ON 
BUSCH FRANCHISE 


City Counselor Again Requested 
to State Whether Rights Have 
Been Forfeited. 


City Counselor Baird was directed oy 
the House of Delegates *riday nicht 
to give an opinion by June 2 as to 
whether the Manufacturers’ Railway 
(Busch road), had forfeited $25,000 and 
its entire railroad right of way outside 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Associa- 
tion grounds, to the city, by violating 
its franchise obligations. 

Baird was asked for a similar opinion 
by the Council last September, but} 
failed: to transmit despite repeated re- 
quests. from Councilman Fletcher, Au- 
thor of the original resolution. 

Under the franchise of 1907, the Busch 
road agreed to build by April, 1910, a 
seven-mile belt railway in Illinois and a 
ferry system’ with -nclines, to ‘enable 
coal to be shipped into St. Louis. It 
was provided that umaboidable delays 
through litigation or other causes, might 
extend the time for completion of the 
road, but the Street Commissioner was 
to te notified each six months of any 
enforced delay. No such notice ever 
was filed with the city concerning the 
road in Illinois and no part of the Iifl- 
nois road or the inclines were built as 
afreed upon. |

franchise, was to be forfeiture of .all 
tracks in Second street north of Lynch 
street, where the Anbeuser- Busch 
1 end, and forfeiture of $25,000 
as liquidated damages.

This is the first time that the ballot 
box has ever been opened in a contest 
in Missouri. 

The testimony of only one witness 
was heard Saturday. Jacob. Wehrle 
living at Eureka, St. Louis County, 
said he résided at 418 Lucas avenue 
in November, 1912, and acted as Re- 
publican clerk at the polling. place, 


1409 Morgan street, 


Wehrle said two of the judges went 
to supper and-that one who remained 
upeney the ballot box and emptied it 
an the table, separating the ballots 
into Democratic and Republican piles. 
Morrisey took up the Democratic bal- 
lots and called off the votes on that 
ticket for candidates to Wehrle, who 
had the tally sheet. 

Wehrle said Morrisey called off 
142 votes for each candidate on the 
Democratic ticket until he reached 
the Congréssmen, when he called 
5 votes for Gill, Democratic candidate, 
and 137 votes for Dyer, Republican 
candidate. The witness said he did 
not see the ballots, but simply -re- 
corded the results as Morrisey called 
them off. 

40 Republican Votes for Dyer. 

The: witness testified that Judge 
Stark, Republican, called off the Re- 
publican ballots to .a. clerk named 
Lynch, who said there were 40 Re- 
publican votes for Congressman Dyer. 

When the Second precinct was orig- 
inally reported to the Board of Com- 
missioners there were 199 votes for 
Dyer and 5 for Gill. The recounted 
ballots: showed Gill got 73 votes and 


Dyer. 106. 
Circuit Judge Jones issued the order 


fcr opening the ballot box late Friday 
after the defense had made a long figh* 
te prevent an examination of the bal 
lots. 

Cireult Attorney Harvey first offered 
in: evidence a record of a recount. of 
the ballots of the precinct. made by 
the Board of Election Commissioners in 
the. Gill-Dyer contest. Judge Jones 
ruled out the recount, holding that it 
could more properly be introauced in re- 
buttal of evidence produced by the de- 
tense, If at all. Harvey then asked tha: 
the ballot box be ordered opened. 

 Morrisey’s Attorneys Object. 

Attorneys Mortimer B. Levy and 
Thomas Rowe Jr., representing Morr'- 
sey, protested on the ground that tha 
opening of the box would destroy the 
secrecy ‘of the ballot, ‘which is guar- 
enieed by the Constitution, and de- 
cause the box already had been opene4 
twice, and, they contended, there was 
nce assurance that the box contained the 
bellots in exactly the same condition as 
they were wen counted by the judges. 

Judge Jones overruled the objection, 
directing that the box should be opened 
by the Board of Election Commissioners, 
and that the ballots should be so ar- 
ranged.on boards that only the face of 
the ballots should be shown. Harvey 
explained that if the number on the 
back of the ballot was not shown there 
would be no way to identify the voter 
of a particular ballot, and that if the 
voter could not be identified, there would 
be no violation of the secrecy of the 
ballot. 

Attorneys -said that this is the first 
time a ballot box has been opened in a 
criminal case in Missouri in many years 
the courts having held that boxes could 
be opened only in election contest cases. 

Attorneys for Morrisey recently sought 
from the Supreme Court a restraining 
order to prevent Harvey from getting 
the ballot box into court, but the Su- 
preme Court refused the order. 

The indictment of Morrisey. grows out 
of the Gill-Dyer contest evidence, which 
indicated, according to a report of a 
congressional investigating committee, 
that frauds had been committed in many 
precincts of the Twelfth .Congressional 
District. 

After Gill was nominated many Demo- 
erats who had supported him made a 
bitter fight against him, explaining that 
they had learned that he had opposed 
the. late Senator Thomas E. Kinney 
when he was a candidate for Congress. 
The Kinney-Egan faction was active in 
fighting Gill. Senator Michael Kinney 
and Thomas Egan are regular attend- 
ants-at the Morrisey trial, holding fre- 
quent conferences with Morrisey and his 
attorneys.

“MUSHING” OVER ORIMINALS. 
OR a good many years groups of 
F men with effeminate sympathies 
and women of masculine assert- 
iveness have concerned themselves in 
a movement to make the let of a con- 
vict a happier one. If they could have 
their way, the convict would be fed, 
housed and entertained far better than 
hundreds. of thousands of honest, use- 
ful citizens of the United States who 
do honorable work, try to rear and 
educate children, and live decent lives 

on wages which admit of no luxuries. 

They would take the highwayman who 
was “unfortunate” enough to be caught 
after. beating a decent husband and fa- 
ther to a pulp with a lead pipe and 
put him in an attractively furnished 
cell, which must have plenty of light 
and sunshine. He must have an abun- 
dance of good food, courteously served 
to him by attendants. He should be en- 
tertained with moving pictures, con- 
certs of only the best music, listen to 
interesting lectures, and have plenty 
of good books to read. Only congenial 
and not fatiguing work must be given 
him to do. He must have his shower 
bath, healthful exercise. and the best of 
medical, 
If he is pugnacious and rebellious he 
must not be punished in any manner 
which would hurt his feelings. 

To convince the public that American 
prisons are something dreadful, and 
that the thugs and murderers and fire- 
bugs and thieves who are sent to Au- 
burn Prison, N. T., are most inhuman- 
ly treated, Thomas Mott Osborne, mil- 
lionaire and prison reformer, lived 
for a week as one of them. What he 
“endured’’ is told in a book, Within 
Prison Walls,“ just issued. It seems 
that Mr. Osborne, once he is locked in 
a cel] is “conscious of a horrible feel- 
ing of constraint.” The daylight is none 
too good. He does not like the quality 
of the coffee, but he praises the soup, 
ham, boiled potatoes and bread. Does 
every. workingman get as much? He 
cries when he sees a coffin whith con- 
tains the body of a convict who has 
died during the night and thinks of 
some loving mother or wife who has 
been waiting for her prisoner to come 
back home.” Can the world hold any 
tragedy more terrible than this, asks 
the author? | 
It very likely It Mr. Osborne 
t have found a 
young widow and several children 
struggling along in poverty and de- 
prived of their natural protector—slain 
by the convict who draws such mushy 
comment from the author. 

One night Mr. Osborne spends in a 
dark cell where disobedient convicts 
are punished. This chapter he calls 
“A Night in Hell.“ Aide from the 
darkness, it doegn’t seem such a bad 
Place for a make-believe prisoner—un- 
less his nerves are all unstrung. Every- 
thing excites his wrath—the fact that 
he was deprived of his handkerchief, 
the lack of a pillow, and many other 
things, 
surges up through his system when an 
officer, making the rounds, flashes a

attending a nearby school. Acting on 
this suggestion the Destitute Children’s 
Dinner Society was established in Lon- 
don in 1866, Until 190 the work, taken 
up in many British cities, was a private 
charity. In that year Parliament, pass- 
ing the “provision of meals at.“ au- 
thorized local School Boards to install 
school restaurants as part of the regu- 
lar school equipment. From these be- 
ginnings school feeding has been the 
subject of national legislation in France, 
Switzerland, Holland, Great Britain, 
Denmark and Bavaria. It is national in 
scope with support by the municipalities 
in Germany, Italy, Denmark, Sweden, 
Norway, Finland, Austria and Belgium. 
It has been started in Spain, Russia and 
the United States. Among the Ameri: 
ean cities which have provided school 
lunches are St.. Louis, Denver, Wash- 
ington, Chicago, Indianapolis, Boston, 
st. Paul, New York, Albany, Buffalo, 
Rochester, Cincinnati, Cleveland, New 
Orleans, Erie, McKeesport, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg, Memphis (in a night school), 
Houston, Milwaukee and Muskegon. 


Minnesota is the first State in aich 
the plan has deen adopted by rural 
schools, several of which are equipped 
to serve warm midday lunches to chil- 
dren coming long distances, in place of 
the cold lunches they formerly brought 
from home. No American state has yet 
enacted legislation on the subject, but a 
bill has been favorably reported in the 
lower house of the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature authorizing cities and towns to 
provide meals at cost for school chil- 
dren. The author predicts that within 
two years school junches will be estab- 
lished parts of the elementary school 
systems of at least 100 American cities. 

P. P. Claxton, United States Commis- 
sioner of Education, in his introduction 
to the book, explains the movement's 
rapid advance in this country, saying: 

“In our large cities and smaller in- 
dustrial towns many children come to 
school having had little or no break- 
fast. Many have eaten breakfast as 
early as 5 or 6 o’clock and so become 
hungry and faint before the noon hour. 
These children should have a light, 
wholesome luncheon.in the middle of 
the forenoon. For many there 1s noth- 
ing to eat at home if they return there 
at the noon hour. Many who find food 
at home at the noon hour find it cold 
and must eat it alone. Father and 
mother and the older children are in 
the shops of in the mills.” 

The purpose of the system is to en- 
able underfed or badly fed children to 
get best results from the schooling by 
doing the work with contented minds 
in sound bodies. It is not a charity but 
an additional investment of public funds 
in the educational plant created to train 
the young for orderly and useful eiti- 
zenship. (Lippincott’s). 


NEW ARNOLD BENNETT NOVEL. 
T takes Arnold Bennett as long as 
it ever did to tell how a house- 
maid lights the gas, or how a char- 


woman performs her task. But his long 


descriptions, some of them charming 


clusion that the user has been accus- 
tomed to speak very incorrectly and is 
trying to mend his fault by observing 
certain rules.“ 

He adds that the rigid following of 
rules would tend to destroy all the char- 
acteristics of a language, and that no 
one can write a language well who does 
not write it idiomatically. The tenden- 
cy, he points out, is to use as few 
capitals and marks of punctuation as 
usage will permit. 

No style is good that is not clear, 
the author declares. No book, he says, 
is a work of good literature when the 
ordinary reader cannot understand the

than of most of his novels. Wherefore, 
as Bennett usually has something worth 
while when the reader gets to it, it may 
be said that this book shows him at his 
best. It is a story of crime without 
being a detective story, and a story of 
woman's love without being in the ord- 
nary sense a love story. 

Everyone who reads newspaper ac- 
counts of the discovery and punishment 
of defaulters must have been impressed 
with the sheer accidents by which ex- 
posure in such cases usually comes, and 
must have reflected on the number of 
defaulters who escape detection, or at 
least escape punishment. This is not 
a safe subject for the unskilled writer 
to toy with, but Bennett has handled 
it in a way free from objection. 

Louis Fores, as pictured in Ahis book, 
was a dishonest young man, who stole 
from his employer. He was vain and 
selfish, but not wholly heartless. He 
was handsome, he smoked a cigarette 
gracefully, and he talked well. She 
loved him, and the strange disappear- 
ance of some 900 pounds sterling fron:

CASTORIA ALWAYS BEARS. 
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UNION LEADERS SAY 
LABOR SHOULD BE 
FOR NEW CHARTER 


Lammert and Miller Say Men 
Should Be Guided by Herten- 
stein and Gardner. 


Union labor should be guided in its 
action on the proposed new city char- 
ter by the wise and able counsel of 
Charles Hertenstein, president of the 
Typographical Union, and Col. Fred D. 


Gardner, both members of the Board of 
F'reeholders, instead of by professional 
agitators and chronic kickers whose 
hands are against everybody and ev- 
erything, in the opinion of President 
Charles Lammert of the strong Building 
Trades Council and Owen Miller of the 
Musicians’ Union. 

Miller and Lammert were among the 
speakers at Fridays meeting of the Cit- 
izens’ New Charter Commit- 
tee. Dn William Preston Hill, the wide- 
ly knewn leader of the direct legislation 
movement in Missouri, added to the 
comment of Miller and Lammert the 
statement that one of the pressing re- 
quirements of the charter campaign was 
a thorough understanding of the char- 
acter of opposition that has developed 
ta the new charter. 


S- Hour Day Provided For. ‘ 
Dr. Hill led the campaign for the 
initiative and referendum which resulted 
in these devices of government being 
voted into the Missouri Constitution in 
the form of amendments. He led the 
opposition to the 1910 charter because 
ne provision was made for the initiative 
and referendum. Being entirely satis- 
fied with the initiative, referendum and 
recall in the proposed charter, Dr. Hill 
accepted a place on the Executive Com- 
mittee, and is working hard for th: 
adoption of the charter. Miller and 
Lammert are also members of the Cam 
paign Committee, hdving satified them- 
selves that the new charter not only 
provides a satisfactory initiative, refer 
endum and recall, but provides for an 
eight-hour work day in city work at the 
prevailing scale of wages, and contains 
other provisions which will prevent dis 
criminations against the working man. 

Hertenstein was the union labor rep- 
resentative on the Board of Freehold- 
ers. He sficceeded in getting into the 
proposed new charter every possible 
legal provision for the protection of the 
laboring man. Col. Fred Gardner, an- 
other members of the Freeholders, 
showed his friendship for the labor peo- 
ple by volunteering to sign the appeal! 
bonds of two St. Louis representative: 
of the iron workers union indicted in 
Irdianapolis in connection with th-« 
dynamite conspiracy. 

Lammert expressed the sentiment that 
the most skilled men in the trades 
unions were entirely willing to accept 
the statements of Hertenstein and 
Gardner on the new charter in pref- 
erence to those of the agitators who are 
fighting it. He said the Building Trades 
Council had 10,000 members, and that 
the Musicians Union, which Miller rep- 
resents, has 1000 members, and the 
trinters’ union 2000. 


Civic Bodies for Charter. 

Reports were received from every sec- 
tion of the city indicating that the new 
charter is being most favorably re- 
ceived by voters. From the southern. 
end of the sity John H. Uthoff, presi- 
cent of the Carondelet Business Man's 
Association, reported that his organiza- 
tion had unanimously indorsed the char- 
ter, and that the South End Improve- 
ment Association had also indorsed it. 
President Barth of the Tenth Ward 
Improvement Association said his or- 
sanization undoubtedly w uid mdorse 
the charter, and is arranging to cen- 
duct 4 campaign for its adoption. 
From North St. Louis, I. Berger, rep- 
resenting ;the North St. Louis Busi- 
ness Men's Association, said that thi. 
new charter was meeting the approval 
of voters. A similar report was made 
by President Lupton of the West End 
Rusiness Men's Association. 
The Rev. Dr. W. C. Bitting, pastor 
of the Second Baptist Church, suggested 
to the Campaign Committee that the 
Social Service Committee of the Church 
Federation of St. Louis be enlisted in 
the charter campaign. He said the 


j church federation represented 120 differ- 


ent organizations. The Rev. Dr. J. W. 
Lee, pastor of St. John’s Methodist 
Church, suggested that the preachers 
of St. Louis be requested to ask their 
members to go to the polls June 9, the 
day of the special charter election, and 
vote for the charter. 


Headquarters Are Open. 
W. W. Birge, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Speakers and Meetings, pre- 
viously had suggested that the ministers. 
be asked merely to call the attention of 
their members to the date of the special 
charter election and ask them to vote. 
Dr. Lee said it was time for the church 
to take an active hand in the move- 
ments for social betterments. 
“The old idea that the church’s only 
mission was to enable people to get to 
heaven when they die is getting tire- 
some,” Dr. Lee said. “I want to see 
people have a little heaven while they 
are on earth.“ 
The General Committee will meet again 
at Lippe’s Eighth and Olive streets, at 
noon next Tuesday. Chairman Kiel said 
that there ought to be at least two 
meetings each week to keep up the en- 
thusiasm.
